Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination  and 
audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Roxbury  which  was 
made  by  this  Division,  acting  under  authority  of  Chapter  82, 
Section  27,  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire,  which 
provides  in  part  as  follows:

This  audit  covered  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1952, 
and  the  period  from  January  1st  to  August  31st,  1953.  Ex- 
hibits as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of  the  report 
which  is  made  up  in  three  sections  as  follows :

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 
Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts 
and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Col- 
lector and  Town  Clerk. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
Comparative  Balance   Sheets — December  31,   1951 — December 
31,  1952:  (Exhibit  A) 
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Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1951  and 
December  31,  1952,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A.  As  indicated 
therein,  the  Net  Debt  decreased  by  $1,436.59  during  the  year 
1952. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:   (Exhibit  B) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the 
Town  during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  B,  with  the  factors 
which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein.  These  were  as 
follows :

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures 
— Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues:   (Exhibits  C  &  D) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expendi- 
tures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
December  31,  1952,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  C  and  D.  As 
indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  D),  a  net  unex- 
pended balance  of  appropriations  of  $994.91,  less  a  net  revenue 
deficit  of  $208.32,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $786.59. 
Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:    (Exhibit  E) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1952,  made  up  in  accordance  with 
the  uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit 
E.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  August  31st,  1953, 
is  indicated  in  Exhibit  M. 
Statement  of  Indebtedness:    (Exhibit  K) 

A  statement  of  long  term  indebtedness  as  of  December 
31,  1952,  showing  annual  maturities  of  principal  and  annual 
interest  requirements,  is  contained  in  Exhibit  K. 
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AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds 
were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks 
were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well 
as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by 
source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison 
with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtained 
from  depository  banks. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 
Revision  of  Balance  Sheet: 

Several  changes  were  made  in  the  balance  sheet  of  Decem- 
ber 31,  1952,  which  was  filed  with  this  office  and  which  was 
included  in  the  printed  town  report.  These  changes  are  re- 
flected in  the  revised  balance  sheet  of  December  31,  1952,  in 
Exhibit  A  of  this  report,  which  indicates  that  the  Town  closed 
the  year  of  1952  with  a  Net  Debt  of  $1,038.60,  rather  than  a 
Surplus  of  $3,394.04  as  originally  reported. 

The  principal  changes  which  were  made  in  the  balance 
sheet  as  originally  made  out  were  as  follows: 

(1)  Eliminated  from  Assets — Uncollected  taxes  a/c  levy 
of  1951 — $1,790.14.  (There  were  no  uncollected  taxes 
on  this  warrant.) 

(2)  Added  to  Liabilities — Long  Term  Notes  Outstanding 
—$3,000.00. 

(3)  Balance  Due  School  District— Changed  from  $6,566.14 
to  $6,166.14. 

Capital  Reserve  Fund: 

The  amount  of  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  which  was  re- 
ported as  $2,222.96  on  December  31st,  1952,  was  actually 
$1,422.96  on  that  date. 

During  the  year  a  withdrawal  of  $1,000.00  was  made  from 
the  fund  to  pay  for  the  erection  of  a  building.  The  payment 
was  made  directly  to  the  contractor  by  means  of  a  check 
issued  by  the  bank.     It  is  recommended  that  in  future  cases 
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of  this  sort  the  amount  withdrawn  from  the  Capital  Eeserve 
Fund  be  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer  and  deposited 
in  the  Treasurer's  account  at  the  bank  in  order  that  the  trans- 
action may  be  recorded  in  the  general  fund  account  of  the 
Town. 

Appropriations  and  Expenditures: 

At  the  time  of  the  audit  no  entries  had  been  made  for 
the  current  year  (1953)  in  the  Selectmen's  book  in  which 
expenditures  are  recorded  and  classified.  In  order  that  ex- 
penditures may  be  compared  with  appropriations  from  time 
to  time,  it  is  essential  that  the  Selectmen's  record  of  expendi- 
tures be  kept  up  to  date. 

Town  Clerk's  Cash  Book: 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Town  Clerk  adopt  the  use  of 
the  standard  form  of  cash  book  for  recording  the  issuance 
of  motor  vehicle  permits  and  dog  licenses. 

Conclusion : 

The  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  211,  of  the  Laws 
of  1939,  require  that  this  report  or  a  summary  of  its  essential 
features  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  town  report. 
This  letter  of  transmittal  should  be  included  in  its  entirety 
but  the  inclusion  of  Exhibits  is  optional. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of 
Kroxbury  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any 
other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees, 
or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  relation 
to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of 
school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of 
statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the 
application  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are 
estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state  equalization  fund, 
together  with  other  income ;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the 
selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the 
appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the 
town. 
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9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  fourteen  hundred  and  fourteen  dollars  ($1,414)  to  be 
made  available  prior  to  June  30,  1954;  as  a  deficit  appro- 
priation. 

10.     To  take  up  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


Many  of  the  objections  made  by  Roxbury  parents  to  the 
attendance  of  their  children  at  the  Keene  schools  was  over- 
come this  year  through  the  co-operation  of  the  Keene  School 
Board  and  superintendent.  All  pupils  in  grades  1  through  6 
now  attend  at  Fuller  school,  rather  than  being  scattered  in 
many  Keene  schools.  Grades  7  through  9  attend  at  the  new 
junior  high  school  and  grades  10  through  12  at  the  main  high 
school. 

Transportation  difficulties  were  solved  when  the  Cheshire 
bus  Company  agreed  to  operate  an  early  bus  for  the  junior 
high  pupils  and  a  later  bus  for  the  elementary  pupils,  at  a 
small  increase  in  costs;  thus  permitting  the  smaller  children 
to  leave  home  later  in  the  morning. 

"While  the  costs  of  transportation  and  tuition  continue  to 
rise,  the  Roxbury  pupils  have  the  advantages  of  schooling  in 
modern  buildings  with  wide  educational  offerings.  Thus  it  is 
still  educationally  to  the  advantage  of  Roxbury  pupils  to 
continue  to  attend  school  in  Keene.
